Every money market in the country is in a ple- 
thoric condition. The following extract from one 
of the largest banking houses ot New York to 
another iu this city, indicates the condition of the 
afi'airs named: 

As bankers cognizant of the movements of mo- 
ney matters in this city, you are aware of course, 
of the extreme difficulty experieuced for some 
time past in enqiloring mouey sufel}', even at a 
very low rate of interest. Indeed, at this time 
we have been compelled to allow considerable 
sums to lie idle, us has been the case with others. 
In some instances as low as 23^(cjil per cent has 
been tuken, aud 4 the ouUide on security, with no 
indication of improvement very soon, consequent- 
ly it has heeu a losing operation for us. We 
are not able to pay over three per cent, on ac- 
counts.

Demonstration Against Nicaragua by our Oovern- 

meut— Determination to Open the Transit Route 
I under the old Grant— British Approval of the 
I Measure, etc. 

; Washington, July 13. 

I learn that the Executive Government hascom- 
j pleted all the iu tended arrangements for a deinuu- 
I -tratiou against Nicaragua. The object of tlie 
I tiieasure is to induce Nicaragua, or rather her Ex- 
j ecutive Chief, Martinez, to ratify the Cass-Yrizari 
I treaty. This Government will, therefore, iuter- 
I fere, by force, for the restoration aud protection of 
the old Accessory Transit Company iu their fraii- 
I cbise, of which they were deprived' by the Kivas- 
I Walker (iovernment. A naval force will be scut 
I to San Juan. But what is to be done next if Mar- 
j tinez refuses to comply with our demand? That 
I does not appear. .Shall we land a force and take 
j possession of San Juan? We have a precedent 
I for it under the Pierce administration. But to 
I t)ombard Greytown again would have little effect 
I on Nicaragua, for its government has no actual 
I jurisdiction or iuteresi iu that town and port. — 

I The people of San Juan would, no doubt, burn 
; Iheirtown themselves at half the amount which 
: it would cost IIS to buru it. 

I But something mast be done to compel Nicara- 
I gua to open the communications across the i.stn- 
i inus to us and to the coiiiinerciul world. 

^ Martinez will be obstinate. He has an army of 
; four hundred men at Monogua, and be declares 
that before he will sign that Yrizari treaty bis 
1 right arm shall rot ott'. AVith this urmv aud the 
I Vanderbilt fund of a hundred tbonsand dollars, be 
feels liini.seif quite secure. He is afraid of no pow- 
I er except that nf the Walker hUibu.->tcrs, and a 
I domousi ration from Walker would probably soon 
induce him to seek shelter under the American 
protectorate of the isthmus, which is in effect pro- 
posed by the Ca.ss-Vrizari treaty. 

It is evident that this governnieiit has no faith 
iu the A'aiiderbilt contractor charter fur the re- 
opening of the transit.
